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2. Functions of the Council are to; 

consider and make recommendations to Government on matters concerning the 
Scheduled Textiles Industry on which its advice is sought and which lead to: 

(i) the increase in productivity and efficiency of the Scheduled Textiles Industry; 

(ii) improvement and development of the services of such Industry; 

(iii) increased competitiveness of such industry and its products in the global 
market, 

including recommendations on measures necessary for technological upgradation; 
capacity utilization; availability of raw material; training or retraining of persons engaged 
or proposed to be engaged in the industiy; enhanced scientific and technical research; 
standardisation of products; and the collection of statistics from such industry for 
development of a database for economic planning.
